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ESEA  III  ADMINISTRATIVE  RESPONSIBILITY  PARTIALLY  TRANSFERRED  TO  STATE  . 


Congress,   in  the  last  session,   enacted  legislation  which  gradually  transfers  the  ad- 
ministrative responsibility  for  Title  III  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Act  from  the  U.  S,  Office  of  Education  to  the  state  education  agencies.     As  a  result, 
in  1968-69  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  responsible  for  administering 
757o  of  the  Title  III  funds  and  the  U,  S.  Office  of  Education  continues  to  administer 
257o.     In  the  future,   the  administrative  responsibility  is  to  be  transferred  entirely 
to  the  state.     In  accordance  with  the  new  provisions,  a  State  Plan  for  Montana's  par- 
ticipation in  ESEA  III  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  U.  S,  Office  of  Education, 
The  plan  received  approval  on  August  1,  1968. 


ADVISORY  COUNCIL  ,    .  . 

In  April,   1968,  State  Superintendent  Harriet  Miller  appointed  an  Advisory  Council, 
in  accordance  with  the  law,   to  advise  and  assist  in  the  operation  of  the  ESEA  Title 
III  program.     Membership  of  the  Council  is  broadly  representative  of  the  educational 
and  cultural  interests  of  the  people  of  the  state  and,   as  the  law  requires,  consists 
qJ.,  a  group  of  citizens  representing  the  elementary  schools,   the  secondary  schools, 
higher  education,   special  education  for  the  handicapped  and  the  publiCo  Members 
serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,   and  may  be  reappointed.

The  Advisory  Council  held  its  first  meeting  May  11,   1968,     It  has  had  an  active  role 
in  the  preparation  of  the  State  Plan  and,   in  the  future,   the  members  will  be  involved 
in  project  review.     Recommendations  for  approval  or  disapproval  of  all  project  ap- 
plications will  be  made  by  the  Council.     The  law  also  requires  the  Council  to  eval- 
uate projects  and  to  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  President's  National  Advisory 
Council  and  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education, 

Harold  W,  Rehmer,  ESEA  Title  III  Coordinator  on  the  State  Superintendent's  staff, 
was  appointed  to  serve  as  Executive  Coordinator  for  the  Advisory  Council. 


OBJECTIVES  „   o  . 

ESEA  III  is  intended  to  stimulate  the  development  of  innovative  and  exemplary  programs 
by  local  agencies.     The  objectives  remain  unchanged  despite  changes  in  the  law.  How- 
ever,  the  new  law  requires  a  statewide  assessment  of  educational  needs,  and  preliminary 
plans  have  been  formulated  for  a  procedure  to  conduct  a  survey  to  meet  this  requirement. 
After  the  critical  educational  needs  of  the  state  have  been  identified,  ESEA  III  funds 
are  to  be  used  for  innovative  and  exemplary  programs  designed  to  meet  these  critical 
needs . 


SERVICES  FOR  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN  ... 

In  accordance  with  the  law,   special  consideration  must  be  given  to  projects  which  are 
designed  to  provide  services  for  handicapped  children.     The  law  requires  that  each  state 
use  at  least  15%  of  its  ESEA  III  allocation  for  projects  serving  handicapped  children. 

NEW  APPLICATIONS  FOR  PROJECTS   .    ,  „ 

Congress  has  not  yet  appropriated  funds  for  1968-69,  but  by  resolution  has  continued 
the  funding  of  existing  projects.     When  the  appropriation  is  made,   it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  continue  the  activities  of  projects  having  grants  which  expire  by  June  30, 
1969;  after  the  amount  necessary  for  those  projects  is  deducted  from  the  state's  al- 
location,  the  remainder  will  be  available  for  new  projects.     It  is  expected  that  only 
a  small  amount  will  remain  for  new  projects  for  1968-69. 

New  application  forms  and  procedures  will  be  available  soon,  but  new  project  applica- 
tions cannot  be  accepted  until  the  Congressional  appropriation  is  made.  As  soon  as  a 
date  is  fixed  for  submitting  applications,   school  district  officials  will  be  informed.

Funds  for  current  projects  may  be  requested  from  Robert  Stockton,  ESEA  III  Fiscal  Ad- 
ministrator, Department  of  Public  Instruction.     Until  otherwise  notified,  authorized 
representatives  should  continue  to  submit  reports  to  Washington,   as  in  the  past.
